Staying organized with your Palm OS device requires 
more than tracking appointments and to-do lists. It 
also means carrying with you tools you need to make 
notes about important conversations, to capture 
ideas, and to keep track of random information you 
can use to build on in the future. With all that's riding 
on it, don't you wish your Palm note 
pad could do, well, just a little bit 
more? 

Memo PLUS is a note pad enhance¬ 
ment that extends and expands the 
used of your note pad with such 
extras as template support and 
allowing drawings. Templates are an 
especially nice touch, especially for 
meeting notes - you can set it up to 
have a place to record who attended, 
the agenda, and the flow of the 
conversation. Fast access is available 
to all of your memos through the icon buttons at the 
bottom of the program screen, including a pop-list of 
all your memo templates. Alarms can be attached to 
memos - no more notes in your appointment book or 
to-do list where they might get list or forgotten, Memo 
PLUS costs $19.95 and a demo version is available 
from Hands High Software. 

Smaller but no less useful enhancements to your 
memo pad are available if you download the free 
Snap! Memo utility. Imagine if you could hop right to 
the memo you wanted to retrieve by writing the first 
few characters in its title. True, you sacrifice the quick 
new memo function, since you have a button for that 
task it makes a lot more sense to speed your notes 


searches. Snap! Memo also files your memos by 
putting the last memo you retrieve at the top of your 
list. 

Maybe the king of memo pad enhancements - one 
that can almost be classified as a word processor - is 
PEdit Pro. You can download the full $32 version here. 
PEdit breaks the 4K memo pad 
boundary by using an elegant database 
format that attaches large notes 
together without your having to think 
about it. A scratch pad for boilerplate or 
often-used text makes cutting and 
pasting a snap and is a great replace¬ 
ment for the Palm's single-item clip¬ 
board. Undo features, word counts, 
copy, cut, paste editing functions - all of 
these combine to make PEdit Pro a 
heavyweight memo pard replacement. 
Some note pad enhancements don't 
make access easier or memos more robust, just more 
secure. CryptoPad if a free utility that encrypts your 
notes using Blowfish encryption algorithm. The 
program also supports different fonts and colors to 
identify specific entries. It uses the Palm's built-in 
memo pad database to store unencrypted memos and 
its own database to store your high-risk notes. You 
can still search for memos as long as you enter the 
global password at the start of our session. Palm users 
who need this kind of lock-and-key security for their 
note pad can download it from PalmGear. 

There are many replacements and utilities available 
for the memo pad application. Take a few hours to 
experiment and you’ll find one that’s noteworthy.

Each recipe can hold up 
to 35 ingredients, so

The program con¬ 
sumes about 100K of Palm memory, but 
it runs really quick even with its exten¬ 
sive list of recipes. What's more, it can 
import more recipes from the web (Meal 


Master and Master Cook formats - both 
popular PC recipe programs) into its 
Windows companion, then send those 
right to your Palm. 

Each recipe accepts up 
to six categories to help 
you organize your food 
files. You'll need those 
organizing tools, too, be¬ 
cause the program can 
store more than 30,000 
recipes (limited to your 
Palm's memory). If you 
want to share one of your 
recipes with a friend who 
doesn't have the program, you can ex¬ 
port the instructions and food list to a 
memo and beam it over.
